WASHINGTON, March 20—The Treaty of Versailles 


came back to the White House today. Wrapped in paper 
the huge document brot by President Wilson from Paris 
and taken by him to the capital last July and kept in the 
safe during the treaty debate was delivered by George San- 
ders clerk of the senate. 
Two body guards accompanied 


him. They took it to the office of Secretary Tumulty and 
left it there. 


WASHINGTON, March 20—The treaty is now up to Presi- 


dent Wilson. The Senate washed its hands of the treaty when 
by a vote of 49 to 86 it refused to ratify it and then 47 to 37 
voted to send it back to the President with word that it could 
not be ratified. 


The question today was "what will the President do about 


Ha can't send it back to the Senate. Senator Lodge, Re- 


publican leader, as well as many Democrats declare that no action 
can be taken until the issue of treaty or no treaty has been 
fought out in the campaign. The President 
can go to the 


American public with a "solemn referendum" as he said in his 
letter to the Jackson Day diners. 


The question of ratification will be an issue in the national 
campaign of 1920. 


WASHINGTON, March 19—The senate tonight rejected the 


treaty of peace with Germany and flung it back upon the White 
House with a resolution informing the President that the sen- 
ate would not consent to its ratification. 


For the second time since the treaty with the covenont of 


th» league of Nations was brought back fromj Paris by Presi- 
dtntWilson the senate refused to give it the approval that is 
necessary to bind the United States to the engagements which 
it sought to impose upon the nation. 


Exactly four months ago to the day, the treaty was refused 


ratification by the vote of 51 to 41. 


Today's vote was 49 to 35, the majority in favor of ratifica- 


tion being seven votes short of the two-thirds required by the 
constitution. 


Immediately following the vote by which the treaty was 


rejected, the senate adopted a resolution by Senator Lodge di- 
recting the secretary to return the treaty to the President and 
notify him that ratification would not be accomplished. The 
vote on the adoption of this resolution was fit to 37. 


Before the senate convenes; again next Monday a ^nes- 


senger from the office of the secretary of the senate will have 
deposited at the White House documents which have been the 
cause of the most bitter struggle in the history of the senate. 
Once in the hands of the President, the senate will have no au- 
thority to recall it and the President, is not likely to return it to 
the senate unless he can obtain reasonable assurances, that rati- 
fication can be had. 


In view of the President's desire to take the treaty into the 


campaign it is not believed by any of his followers in the senate 
that he will for a moment consider sending the treaty back to 
the senate, at least until after the campaign is over. If he 
should fail in the campaign, it is possible the treaty will remain 
forever in the Presidents secret cabinet. 


Next Monday the senate will immediately turn its attention 


to the proposition of declaring peace with Germany by a resolu- 
tion which both houses will be asked to pass. Senator Knox 
began the discussion of his resolution on the subject shortly 
after the vote against the treaty had been recorded, but at the 
suggestion of Senator Lodge he consented to wait until Monday 
for formal action on it. 


That such a resolution will pass is disputed by the ablest 


members of the senate in view of the second failure of the at- 
tempt to bring about peace by ratification of the treaty. 


The death of the treaty was accomplished under dramatic 


circumstances at just about the hour when mtist people are 
sitting down to dinner. The calling of the roll was started 


1 at 6:10 after an alt-day debate in which friends of the treaty 
pleaded with its foes to "loosen up" on the reser\ation and al- 
low the treaty to be ratified.

pletion of one hundred years ef med- 
ical missionary work in non-Christian 
countries will culminate tomorrow In 
the beginning of a series of union 
meetings, at which the need for an 
inerea«,» of the staff of 557 medical 
missionaries by more/than one hun- 
dred per cent., will be presented to 
the country, and especially to the 
physicians and nurses 
who 
served 


served overseas 
during the Great 


War. Celebration of the centenary is 
under the direction of a committee of 
one hundred, representing the princi- 
pal religions denominations of 
the 


United States which are associated in 
the Inter-church World Movement. 
The Inter-church survey reveals a 
need for 112,200,000 as well as 665 
additional missionaries who have had 
medical training during the first year 
of the five-year period covered by the 
Inter-church co-qperative agreement. 


One hundred years ago, Dr. John 


Scudder of New York City had blazed 
the trail for all medical missionaries. 
He began his labors in Ceylon, but 
spent the. greater part of his time 
and'energy in India. 
Nine children 


followed his example, many members 
of the third generation became mis- 
sionaries and within six months, 
three members of the fourth gener- 
ation have gone to India. Forty-eight 
Scridderii, including the wives of de- 
scendants of Dr. John, have worked in 
the foreign missionary field. Twelve 
of the forty-eight have been medical 
missionaries.

WASHINGTON, March 20—The Treaty of Versailles 


came back to the White House today. Wrapped in paper 
the huge document brot by President Wilson from Paris 
and taken by him to the capital last July and kept in the 
safe during the treaty debate was delivered by George San- 
ders clerk of the senate. 
Two body guards accompanied 


him. They took it to the office of Secretary Tumulty and 
left it there. 


WASHINGTON, March 20—The treaty is now up to Presi- 


dent Wilson. The Senate washed its hands of the treaty when 
by a vote of 49 to 86 it refused to ratify it and then 47 to 37 
voted to send it back to the President with word that it could 
not be ratified. 


The question today was "what will the President do about 


Ha can't send it back to the Senate. Senator Lodge, Re- 


publican leader, as well as many Democrats declare that no action 
can be taken until the issue of treaty or no treaty has been 
fought out in the campaign. The President 
can go to the 


American public with a "solemn referendum" as he said in his 
letter to the Jackson Day diners. 


The question of ratification will be an issue in the national 
campaign of 1920. 


WASHINGTON, March 19—The senate tonight rejected the 


treaty of peace with Germany and flung it back upon the White 
House with a resolution informing the President that the sen- 
ate would not consent to its ratification. 


For the second time since the treaty with the covenont of 


th» league of Nations was brought back fromj Paris by Presi- 
dtntWilson the senate refused to give it the approval that is 
necessary to bind the United States to the engagements which 
it sought to impose upon the nation. 


Exactly four months ago to the day, the treaty was refused 


ratification by the vote of 51 to 41. 


Today's vote was 49 to 35, the majority in favor of ratifica- 


tion being seven votes short of the two-thirds required by the 
constitution. 


Immediately following the vote by which the treaty was 


rejected, the senate adopted a resolution by Senator Lodge di- 
recting the secretary to return the treaty to the President and 
notify him that ratification would not be accomplished. The 
vote on the adoption of this resolution was fit to 37. 


Before the senate convenes; again next Monday a ^nes- 


senger from the office of the secretary of the senate will have 
deposited at the White House documents which have been the 
cause of the most bitter struggle in the history of the senate. 
Once in the hands of the President, the senate will have no au- 
thority to recall it and the President, is not likely to return it to 
the senate unless he can obtain reasonable assurances, that rati- 
fication can be had. 


In view of the President's desire to take the treaty into the 


campaign it is not believed by any of his followers in the senate 
that he will for a moment consider sending the treaty back to 
the senate, at least until after the campaign is over. If he 
should fail in the campaign, it is possible the treaty will remain 
forever in the Presidents secret cabinet. 


Next Monday the senate will immediately turn its attention 


to the proposition of declaring peace with Germany by a resolu- 
tion which both houses will be asked to pass. Senator Knox 
began the discussion of his resolution on the subject shortly 
after the vote against the treaty had been recorded, but at the 
suggestion of Senator Lodge he consented to wait until Monday 
for formal action on it. 


That such a resolution will pass is disputed by the ablest 


members of the senate in view of the second failure of the at- 
tempt to bring about peace by ratification of the treaty. 


The death of the treaty was accomplished under dramatic 


circumstances at just about the hour when mtist people are 
sitting down to dinner. The calling of the roll was started 


1 at 6:10 after an alt-day debate in which friends of the treaty 
pleaded with its foes to "loosen up" on the reser\ation and al- 
low the treaty to be ratified.

ical missionary work in non-Christian 
countries will culminate tomorrow In 
the beginning of a series of union 
meetings, at which the need for an 
inerea«,» of the staff of 557 medical 
missionaries by more/than one hun- 
dred per cent., will be presented to 
the country, and especially to the 
physicians and nurses 
who 
served 


served overseas 
during the Great 


War. Celebration of the centenary is 
under the direction of a committee of 
one hundred, representing the princi- 
pal religions denominations of 
the 


United States which are associated in 
the Inter-church World Movement. 
The Inter-church survey reveals a 
need for 112,200,000 as well as 665 
additional missionaries who have had 
medical training during the first year 
of the five-year period covered by the 
Inter-church co-qperative agreement. 


One hundred years ago, Dr. John 


Scudder of New York City had blazed 
the trail for all medical missionaries. 
He began his labors in Ceylon, but 
spent the. greater part of his time 
and'energy in India. 
Nine children 


followed his example, many members 
of the third generation became mis- 
sionaries and within six months, 
three members of the fourth gener- 
ation have gone to India. Forty-eight 
Scridderii, including the wives of de- 
scendants of Dr. John, have worked in 
the foreign missionary field. Twelve 
of the forty-eight have been medical 
missionaries.
